The  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  reports  that  the  rronsoon 
in  India  continues  active.    Rain  has  occurred  in  Bihar  and  Punjab  but  is 
lacking  in  Bengal,    Cotton,  however,  is  not  an  important  crop  in  that 
province.    Trade  reports  had  previously  indicated  that  on  about  August  1 
the  cotton  crop  of  the  Punjab  was  in  need  of  clear  weather.    The  cessation 
of  rain  has  improved  crops  in  the  United  Provinces,  which  also  needed  clear 
weather  early  in  August,

According  to  Consul  Daw  son  at  Messina,  Italy  the  Verdilli  lemon  crop 
has  been  nearly  a  third  smaller  than  usual. 

The  production  of  walnuts  in  the  Naples  and  Salerno  districts  of 
Italy  is  expected  to  he  ten  per  cent  greater  than  for  those  regions  last 
year  according  to  Trade  Commissioner  Hynes  at  Madrid,    The  walnut  outlook 
in  southwest  France  and  in  the  Grenoble  district  is  well  above  average. 


TOBACCO 

The  1925  tobacco  crop  of  Greece  is  reported  by  Consul  Garrels  to  be 
from  25  per  cent  to  Uo  per  cent  over  the  1924  crop,  which  the  International 
Institute  reported  as  108 , 94-0,000  pounds.    The  estimated  increase  is  at- 
tributed to  greater  area  planted  and  to  rains  before  and  after  transplanting. 

Tobacco  in  Hungary  suffered  a  setback  during  the  dry  spell  early  in 
the  season  but  has  been  benefited  by  recent  rainfall,  according  to  Consul 
Reineck,    The  gathering  of  the  lower  leaves  has  started. 


ITALIAN  H2M>  IN  GOOD  CONDITION 

In  Italy  the  August  harvest  of  hemp  is  completed,  according  to  a 
cable  from  Consul  Remillard  at  Rome,    The  crop  is  of  good  quality  and 
weather  conditions  have  been  satisfactory,    Declared  exports  for  Italy  for 
the  month  of  June  were  5  ,  083  ,  8  08  pounds  of  which  22*4,869  pounds  were  ex- 
ported to  the  United  States.

Remillard,  American  Consul  at  Rome,  Italian  hemp  quotations  as  of 
August  2*4,  in  cents  per  pound,  were:  Special,  20.75;  S&go  plain,  19.91; 
very  extra,  19^0  and  extra,  19.0b.    European  stocks  are  reported  as 
generally  exhausted,  with  French,  German  and  Swiss  interests  showing  keen 
interest  in  the  Naples  market.

IRELAND.-  The  number  of  pigs  purchased  for  curing  or  exported  alive 
from  Ireland  during  the  J>0  weeks  ending  July  J>0t  1925  was  less  than  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  either  1923  or  192^ «    The  517,652  pigs  pur- 
chased and  exported  from  the  first  of  the  year  up  to  July         1925  is  28 
per  cent  less  than  the  number  for  the  same  period  of  192H  and  lb  per  cent 
less  than  the  number  for  this  period  of  1923 •    In  the  1925  period  the  pigs 
cured  in  Ireland  by  Irish  bacon  curers  constituted  approximately  95  Per 
cent  of  the  total  cured  and  exported  alive  compared  with  84  per  cent  in 
192*4-  and  77  in  1923,  the  export  of  live  pigs  during  the  first  thirty  weeks 
of  the  year  having  fallen  from  142,000  in  1923  and  117,692  in  1924  to

Meat 

ENGLAND .-  Smaller  supplies  of  all  kinds  of  meat  were  received  at 
the  London  Central  Markets  in  July  1925  than  during  the  same  month  of  192^. 
During  the  seven  months  January  -  July  1925  there  were  decreased  supplies 
of  beef  and  mutton  while  pork  supplies  increased  663  short  tons,  the  in- 
crease coming  from  the  Netherlands*    Argentina  and  Uruguay  contributed 
9,912  short  tons  less  of  beef  and  veal  than  during  the  same  period  last 
year  and  Britain  and  Ireland  6,322  tons  less,  while  the  Netherlands  sent 
slightly  more*    All  the  principal  suppliers  of  mutton  sent  decreased  amounts 
The  Netherlands  contributed  considerably  more  pork  than  during  the  first 
seven  months  of  1924.

Wool 

MOROCCO »-  Morocco  sold  more  wool  to  France  in  1924  than  Algeria 
according  to  Consul  Russell  stationed  at  Casablanca.    The  Roubaix  market 
in  France  has  hitherto  taken  little  interest  in  Moroccan  wool  because  it 
was  shipped  with  little  attempt  at  classification.    A  large  warehouse  has 
recently  been  erected  at  Casablanca  for  the  sorting  and  classification  of 
wool  and  it  is  proposed  also  to  establish  a  wool  washing  plant  there.

MOTHER  BRITISH  APrLE  PACSOEG  STATION:-  A  third  apple  grading  and 
packing  station  has  "been  opened  "by  the  British  Fruit  Packing  Company,  ac- 
cording to  advices  received  from  S»  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner at  Iondon.    The  company,  which  runs  the  only  plants  of  their 
kind  in  the  country,  does  the  work  for  about  36  cents  per  "bushel  of  ^0 
pounds.    The  extention  of  this  service  is  regarded  as  real  progress  in  the 
marketing  of  British  apples. 

FEW  NON-EUROPEAN  APPLES  IN  BRITISH  MARKETS:-  The  demand  for  apples 
in  British  markets  is  now  being  supplied  entirely  by  the  domestic  and  by 
Continental  crops.    Australasian  arrivals  terminated  in  July  with  total 
deliveries  for  the  four  ironths  of  the  season  amoun ting  to  more  than  2,000,000 
boxes.    With  the  exception  of  320,000  boxes  the  whole  01  the  output  was 
marketed  through  London, 

SOUTH  AFRICAN  ORANGES  IMPROVING:-    The  oranges  produced  in  South 
Africa  are  said  to  be  of  exceptionally  good  quality  and  are  finding 
an    increasing  market  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  on  the  Continent.    It  has 
been  predicted  that  within  ten  years  South  Africa  will  be  in  a  position  to 
export  7,000,000  or  8,000,000  boxes  of  oranges  annually* 

ITALIAN  FRUIT  DIRECT  TO  HULL:-    The  first  direct  shipment  of  fresh 
fruit  from  Italy  to  Hull  was  recently  successfully  acconpli shed.  The 
fruit,  consisting  of  apples,  plums,  pears,  peaches  and  grapes  was  trans- 
ported in  an  ice-cooled  railway  car,  sealed  at  the  Italian  station  and  not 
opened  until  it  reached  Hull. 

GENERAL  USE  OF  CITRUS  IN  BaYaRIA:-  The  consumption  of  oranges  and 
lemons  is  quite  general  in  Munich  and  in  all  of  Bavaria  says  Corsul  C»  3, 
Curtis  at  Munich.    Grapefruit,  however,  is  more  of  a  luxury  and  is  sold  only 
in  the  more  select  fruit  stores  to  wealthier  customers.    The  possibility  of 
selling  American  citrus  fruit  in  Munich  and  throughout  Bavaria  is  governed 
entirely  by  prices  to  consumers  in  competition  with  fruit  from  Italy  and 
Spain. 

YUGOSLAVIA  DISSATISFIED  WITH  GERMaN  PRUNE  TARIFF:-    Like  the  United 
States,  Yugoslavia  is  disturbed  ever  the  new  German  tariff  on  prunes,  ac- 
cording to  G.  C.  Haas,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Vienna.  It 
is  felt  that  the  high  rate  on  boxed  prunes  mil  be  detrimental  to  the 
domestic  processing  and  packing  industry.    There  is  expressed  also  some  fear 
of  the  use  of  Yugoslavian  boxes  for  the  packing  of  prunes  originating  else- 
where. 

ALGERIA  V/ILL  EXPORT  J/ORS  PRESERVED  FRUIT:-    Algeria  expects  to 
compete  with  the  United  States  and  Europe  in  dried  and  preserved  fruits, 
jams  and  syrups,  according  to  Clark  Vyse,  American  Vice  Consul  at  Algeria. 
A  new  cooperative  plant  at  Mitidja  is  expected  to  make  profitable  use  of 
much  fruit  heretofore  wasted. 
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AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS,  192^1925:-    The  value  of  all  exports  from  the 
United  States  in  the  year  ■  ending  June  30,  1925,  was  $5^+, COO ,000  greater 
than  in  the  preceding  year*    At  the  same  time  agricultural  exports  in- 
creased $4-03,000,000,    Thus  agriculture  including  forestry  while  contributing 
51  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of  the  United ' States  also  contributed  73 
per  cent  of  the  increase  over  the  preceding  year.    This  increase  in  agricul- 
tural exports,  however,  may  "be  are  than  accounted  for  by  increased  exports 
of  wheat,  cotton,  rye  and  barley.    The  values  of  other  important  agricultural 
exports  either  were  lower  than  in  the  preceding  year  or  showed  only  slight 
increases.,    The  value  of  bacon  exports  in  the  year  ending  June  ~y0 1  1925> 
was  only  $34,000,000  as  compared  with  $51,000,000  in  the  preceding  year.

FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION,  AUGUST,  1925:-    With  the  passing  of  the 
peak  of  dairy  production  in  Europe  and  North  America,  it  is  interesting  to 
no  +  e  that  the  unusual  strength  of  European  markets  evident  early  in  the 
season  has  held  on  to  date,    British  buying  has'  been  well  maintained,  and 
some  withdrawal  has  begun  from  butter-  stocks,-    German  demand  has  also  been 
a  leading  factor  in  upholding  the  current  market  levels.    Supplies  con- 
tinued plentiful  up  to  July,  witch  returns  for  that  month  showing  more  than 
the  usual  tendency  to  decline.    Recent  weather  conditions  have  worked  for 
decreased  production  in  the  important  European  dairy  countries.  British 
stocks  are  now  passing  into  the  trade.    There  still  remain  some  two  months, 
however,  before  the  Southern  Hemisphere  supplies  can  reach  the  market.  In 
all  probability,  therefore,  prices  will  be  maintained  at  their  present 
relatively  high  level.    The  recent  notably  small  difference  "between  prices 
of  best  colonial  and  continental  butters  is  a  seasonal  situation  occurring 
in  the  summer  and  fall',,  with  a  divergence  appearing  as  colonial  supplies  in- 
crease.   By  improving  their  product ,  however,  and  regulating  exports, 
colonial  producers  hope  to  reduce  or  eliminate  that  difference  at  all  sea- 
sons*   In  New  Zealand  especially  are  regulatory  measures  expected  to  be 
manifest  in  improved  marketing  procedure.    There  is  also  some  talk  of  a 
joint  control  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand  dairy  exports.     See  page  231.

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'     THE  POREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION,  AUGUST,  1925-  . 

The  peak  of  dairy  production  for  the  year  in  Europe  and  North 
America  has  now  been  passed,  and  the  early  strength  of  the  European  mar- 
kets has  been  maintained  to  date.    At  present  the  situation  appears  more 
settled  and  rrqre  favorable  to  suppliers  than  was  ejected  a  few  months 
ago*    At  that  time  there  appeared  to  be  every  prospect  for  an  unusually 
heavy  production  supplemented  by  considerable  stocks  of  butter  already 
accumulated  in  London,    Hot,  dry  weather  in  parts  of  Europe,  while  not 
serious  as  affecting  grain  crops,  was  sufficient  to  check  the  flow  of 
milk  in  the  midst  of  the  season  of  flush  production.     Iviore  recent 
conditions,  in  which  moisture  has  become  so  excessive  in  some  sections 
as  to  be  more  favorable  to  grass  than  to  crops,  can  not  now  result  in 
complete  recovery  to  what  had  seemed  in  prospect  for  the  season.  The 
stocks  of  colonial  butter  in  England  have  already  begum  to  be  drawn  upon, 
In  the  meantime,  the  new  season  has  been  approaching  in  New  Zealand, 
Australia  and  Argentina,  but  in  the  interval  Jpefore  "spring"  supplies 
from  the  south  reach  European  consuming  centers,  supplies  may  prove  to 
be  no  more  than  adequate  to  maintain  a  normal  price  trend  for  the  year. 
Prices  of  Danish  butter  in  London  in  recent  months  and  years  are  shown 
charted  below,  and  indicate  that  the  low  point  in  the  seasonal  trend 
has  already  been  passed.

Notwithstanding  lessened  supplies  during  July  from  Russia,  Jin- 
land,  Denmark,  Netherlands  and  the  Irish  Tree  State  as  compared  with 
those  of  a  year  ago,  the  total  imports  for  the  month  were  larger.  On 
the  other  hand,  imports  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  from  all  countries 
outside  of  Europe.     The  total  imports  for  the  seven  months  of  this  year, 
amounting  to  432  million  pounds,  were  nearly  one-fourth  larger  than  in 
the  seven  months  of  last  year  and  practically  equal  to  average  pre-war 
imports  for  entire  years. 

Cheese  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  37  per  cent  larger 
in  July  than  a  year  ago Canadian  supplies  alone  having  increased  50 
per  cent.     The  total  imports  of  cheese  amounting  to  205,427,000  pounds 
during  the  seven  months  of  this  year  were  larger  by  11  per  cent  than  a 
year  ago. 

Unemployment  in  Great  Britain  in  July  was  somewhat  greater  than 
a  year  ago.    While  economic  and  business  conditions  generally  in  that 
important  consuming  center  are  not  the  most  encouraging,  there  has  been, 
however,  comparatively  little  change  in  recent  months. 
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Perhaps  less  uncertainty  is  to  be  felt  about  demand  for  dairy  products 
there  in  the  coming  rather  critical  months  than  in  regard  to  Germany.  . 

German  Buying:  to  be  Hampered  by  Tariff 

The  importance  of  the  purchases  of  foreign  butter  for  consumption 
within  Germany  throughout  the  last  20  months  can  scarcely  be  over  empha- 
sized.    Total  imports  into  Germany  thus  far  in  1925,  of  both  butter  and 
cheese,  have  been  more  than  double  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  year.     Of  fresh  milk  and  cream,  too,  there  have  been  considerably 
increased  imports.     In  July,  as  during  the  first  half  of  1925  approxi- 
mately two-thirds  of  the  butter  imports  were  from  Denmark  and  the  Nether- 
lands.    Considerable  quantities  have  come  from  Russia  and  Sweden,  and  the 
Baltic  states  have  shifted  their  butter  exports  very  largely  from  England 
to  Germany. 

The  tariff  measure  recently  enacted  by  the  Reichstag  will  certainly 
hamper  the  importation  of  dairy  products  ir.to  Germany.     Unofficial  reports 
place  the  import  duties  effective  Sept.  1,  1925,  at  the  equivalent  of  2.43 
-ents  per  pound  on  butter  and  4.32  cents  per  pound  on  tinned  milk,  with 
varying  rates  on  cheese.     It  is  not  to  be  expected,  however,  that  such  a 
tariff  will  be  prohibitive  of  continued  considerable  imports.     Hie  domes- 
tic dairy  industry  cannot  adeq\:.ately  supply  the-  German  people  at  present. 
Germany's  population  in  June,  1925,  according  to  the  London  "Times,"  num- 
bered 62,458,762,  exclusive  of  the  Saar.    At  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the 
population  was  68  millions.     Trie  present  population  is  more  significant 
when  compared  with  that  of  the  post-war  census  of  October.  1918.     In  the 
seven  years  since  then  there  has  been  an  increase  of  5.6  per  cent. 

Orderly  Marketing  Begun 

The  difference  in  price  between  best  colonial  rand  continental  but- 
ter in  the  British  markets  has  been  notably  small  recently.     This  has 
tended  to  be  the  situation  during  the  summer  and  fall  months  in  the  past, 
with  a  tendency  during  the  winter  and  spring  season  of  heavy  supplies 
towards  a  depression  of  the  prices  of  colonial  relative  to  continental 
butter.     This  has  been  one  of  the  factors  in  the  recent  movement    to  con- 
trol sales  of  the  dairy  produce  oi  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  whereby  it 
is  expected  to  work  cut  a  system  of  more  orderly  marketing.     The  large 
stocks  oi  colonial  butter  held  in  London  in  cold  storage  since  spring  are 
a  first  step  in  that  direction.     Also,  it  was  reported  recently  that 
stocks  of  butter  ani  cheese  in  Ben  Zealand  were  being  " expeditiously 
shipped."     The  New  Zealand  Dairy  Fro  due  e  Control  Board  was  to  assume  ab- 
solute control  over  dairy  produce  for  export  as  from  August  1.     The  Dairy 
Export  Control  Act  was  effective  in  Australia  July  1.     There  is  a  move- 
ment now  in  the  direction  of  unified  control  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
exports.     It  would  appear,  therefore,   that  for  the  rest  of  the  summer  and 
the  new  season  at  hand  continued  stabilizing  influences  may  be  expected 
from  this  source. 
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LOW  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORT  INDEX.  NUMBER  POP.  JULY 


The  July  index  number  of  exports  of  all  agricultural  commidities 
fell  to  66.     This  is  the  lowest  figure  since  July  1917  when  the  index  num- 
ber was  also  66.     The  only  lower  figure  which  has  been  computed  was  55  for 
August  1914.     Por  all  commodities  except  cotton  the  index  number  was  the 
same  as  in  May  and  July  of  1924.     There  has  been  no  lower  figure  since 
November  1918.     The  decline  in  exports  in  July  was  due  to  the  seasonal  de- 
cline in  wheat  and  cotton  exports  coinciding  with  a  low  point  in  the  pro- 
duction cycle  of  pork  products  for  export.    Exports  of  fruits  were  larger 
than  in  any  month  since  March.  •  Tobacco  exports  were  the  largest  since 
December  1924.

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POSSIBILITY  OF  COTTON  EXPANSION  IN  NIGERIA 


Cotton  production  in  Nigeria  is  now,  and  is  likely  to  "be,  of 
increasing  economic  importance,  according  to  Mr.  P.  H.  Iamb.,  Deputy 
Director  of  Agriculture  in  "The  Empire  Cotton  Growing  Review"  for  July 
I925,    A  steady  increase  in  the  export  of  American  long-staple  cotton 
is  practically  assured. 

While  for  the  past  few  years  production  of  cotton  has  "been 
steadily  increasing,  it  is  still  very  small  considering  the  potential 
area  for  cotton  production.     The  reason  for  this  relatively  slow  ex- 
pansion in  Northern  Nigeria,  the  report  states,  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  total  absence  of  all  agricultural  implements  other  than  those 
used  in  hand  cult  i  vat  ion,  and  that  the  people  are  dependent  for  their 
livelihood  almost  entirely  upon  annual  crops,  while  the  rainy  season  lasts 
only  six  months.    Under  such  conditions,  the  man-pov^r  of  the  country  must 
"be  employed  mainly  in  producing  food  for  local  consumption. 

In  the  southern  provinces  up  until  recently  there  was  no  system  of 
central  markets  or  inspection,     The  result  has  been  steady  deterioration. 
Recently,  however,  the  government  has  been  requiring  grading  in  all  the 
principal  cotton-growing  districts.     Increased  production  should  be 
attained  by  improving  the  yield  and  quality.
